Eighteen Thousand Men Kesume 


Work this Morning in the 


E-ittsburg District. 


STRIKE LASTED SIXTY-FIVE DAYS. 


As a Result In that District Alone the 


Miners Lost $2,500,000 While 


Other Losses Swell that 


Amount. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. !«.—After nearly 


three months of idleness, between 15.000 
and 18,000 coal miners In the Pittsburg 
district, returned to work today in ac- 
cordance with the action of yesterday's 
convention, authorizing the men to re- 
sume work In all mines complying with 
tbe provisions of the 65 cent scale adopted 
at Columbus. The remainder of tbo 23,- 


000 miners in tbe district will be working 
before tbe close of the week. It is esti- 
mated the strike, which lasted 65 work- 
ing days cost the people of Pittsburg dis- 
trict between flve and seven millions of 
dollars. 
Of this amount the miners lost 


two and a quarter million in wages. 


Stilke to Continue atDe Armits' Mlno. 
Pittsburg, Sept. 16.—Tho strike against 


De Armlt's will continue indefinitely, 
arrangements having been made to assess 
the working miners five per cent of their 
wages to defray the expenses to keep up 
the fight. 


It now is certain that the Insurgent 
forces have been well supplied with arms 
and ammunition by many of tbe expedi- 
tions that landed during the summer, 
and that they soon will begin an aggres- 
sive campaign In tbe east, which surely 
will spread like contagion until It engulfs 
Havana. 


Havana has been astir all the week and 


troops are being shoved to the eastern end 
of the island by every kind of craft. 
Weak and emaciated sioklings just ont 
of hospitals ore being sent to service In 
tbe hardest section of tbe island to fight 
in. Weyler's stir is due to the imperative 
demand from his home government that 
he satisfactorily explain the loss of Tunas. 
Instead of giving an explanation he will 
attempt to reoaptura the town. He will 
find, however, only a mass of ashes, as tbe 
insurgents 
have destroyed Tunas and 


evacuated It. 


Weyler is taking from Havana eight 


battalions of 1500 men each, macy of 
them physically unfit for service. They 
are supplied in many oases with Reming- 
ton rifles and the brass tipped cartridges. 


From Tunas 
complete 
details have 


been received. Tbe town surrendered on 
August 30. Twenty-two forts and ouar- 
tels capitulated and tbe military com- 
mandant, three officers, and 91 soldiers 
surrendered and were sent to Holgnln. 
Many joined the insurgents during the 
attack. Two cannons In the town were 
destroyed. Forty guerillos were banged 
for implication in hospital atrocities. 


Weyler will not leave for Tunas until 


tbe last of the troops have been forwarded. 


The latest dispatches from Placetas con- 


firm tbe statement that the town has 
been attacked and partly destroyed by 
Gomez, but the details are not obtainable. 
Carrillo, with an American artillery force, 
kept up a continued fire for a long while, 
reducing part of the town to ruins. 
Plaoetas is one of the largest and moat im- 
portant towns in Santa Clara province.

THE YELLOW FEVER. 


POLITICS AND WHEAT. 


Present Bise Due Mainly to the Repub- 


lican Industrial Policy. 


Washington, Sept. 
16.—Maj. J. W. 


Wham, of the regular army, furnishes 
the following statistical statement, to 
demonstrate that the present rise of wheat 
Is due mainly to the industrial policy of 
the Republican part/: 


"In 1888, the year prior to Cleveland's 


first election, tbe average price of wheat 
was 91c per bushel. In 1884, tbe year 
after his eleeotiou, the.average lirioe was 
64o per bushal, a drop of a7o, Irom which 
price it only rallied slightly during his 
entire administration, selling the last 
year at an average of 88c per bushel. 


"Harrison was elected IB 1888, and 


wheat immediately bounded back to\a 
point 2o higher than when Cleveland was 
first elected, the average price for,1888 be- 
ing 93o per bushel, from which point It 
only slightly reacted, the average price 
during the last years being 84o per bushel. 
Cleveland was re-elected in 189a, and there 
was an immediate drop of 31o per bushel, 
continuing down until 49o per bushel 
was reached, the lowest during the cen 
tury. Millions of men were out of em- 
ployment. 
Consumption necessarily fell 


off. 
Economy, even In the United States, 


of bread and its kindred luxuries, was 
forced. 


"Compare the per capita consumption 


in the United States during the first 
three years of Harrison's administration, 
when all tbe wheels of commerce and en- 
terprise were hot with action, and the first 
three years of Cleveland's administra- 
tion, when the conditions were absolutely 
reversed, and you have a falling oft of one 
and one quarter bushels per capita dur- 
ing the Cleveland administration. Our 
population now amount to nearly 80,000,- 
000, which would maka a difference in 
consumpton of about 100,000,000 in "

coal miners at Latimer. and as a result 21 
men are known to be dead and more than 
40 are wounded more 01 less seriously. 
For some time a strike of miners, ma- 
chinists, and mine laborers ha£ been in 
operation In tbe Lehigh Valley. 


How the Strike Began. 


The trouble between tbe coal operators 


and their employes, whloh has been brew- 
Ing for months, came to a crisis on Aug- 
ust 18, when BBOO men of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre collieries went on a strike. 
They bad made demands upon the com- 
panygwbich were flatly refused, and, as a 
result, the men quit work. These de- 
mands Included an increase in the wag«s 
of miners, laborers, engineers, machinists, 
and firemen to correspond with tbe scale 
of wages in force in the Wyoming district 
of the same company.

The deputies were hur- 


ried forward with all possible haste in 
that direction by way of the traction oars, 
and reached Latlmer in advance of the 
strikers.

8:30 
o'clock word was 


brought to the waiting deputies that the 
advance guard of the strikers was coming 
over tbe turnpike.

Sheriff Martin was In command. He

of the ignorant foreigenrs. 


As a result they started out to terrorize 


and coerce tbe miners engaged In the 
strlpplngs that were at work today. At 
Crystal Ridge and other places other 
strikers joined the bond, whose cambers 
were oomiderably augmented by strag- 
glers picked up on the lino of march.

a political move, but la brought about 
solely by motives of economy. 
Tho gov- 


ernment uses about 8,000,000,000 of tba 
two cent stamps every year. Qraen Ink 
is cheaper than carmine, and, betlilo* 
that, the government uses green for tbe 
revenue stamps, 10 that there Is economy 
of cost arid labor In using the same color 
for the most Important of tbe pottage used. 
The change back to tbe green color means 
an annual saving to tbe government of 
from 18000 to $10,000. Tbe two cent 
stamp lias been printed in red for three 
years, and was also tbo color adopted for 
a long time before tbo World's Fair IBSUO.

recommended tbe ohnngo from red to

No sooner was it 
known in Bradford that the president bad 
Bigned anew tariff, than hundreds of 
looms were stopped within six days, and 
we are right in affirming that they have 
stopped forever, if American people will 
only follow the tariff doctrine of President 
MoKinley. Our future ia for American 
manufacturers and lor American people 
in general, however hard Bradford may 
long to get into our markets. We know 
enough of their destructive and crippling 
power. What with their shoddied goods 
and poor pay to their operatives, we have 
had enongb. 
We only pity the poor 


weaver* of Bradford, compelled to tbop 
there with $2 a week. The future to them 
must Indeed be dark. We fully eipeot to 
hear before long of a further reduction in 
wage taking place in that quarter, as 
Bradford manufacturers are still deter- 
mined to get over the Dingley bar, even 
11 at the farther expense of ' docking tbe 
weekly earnings" of their weavers "to 
cover the duties America imposes." Let 
them try their little game. 


Tbe only hope of the Popocrat is to 


manage in some way to inspire a spirit of 
rebellion against the government among 
the wage earners of the country and their 
emissaries are at work fomenting that 
sort of thing wherever they can. 
They 


will fall, however, in this, for the simple

The enthusiastic wheelman, is fond of 


declaring that as bicycles become more 
numerous the amount of liquor con- 
sumed in. the couDtry decreases. This 
declaration finds color of proof in the 
recent report of tie commissioner oi 
internal revenue, which shows a de 
crease during the past year of about 
6 000 000 g-allons in the consumption 01 
whisky and of 1,403,004 barrels in the 
consumption of beer. He attributes this 
decrease to tbe prevalence of hard 
times, so that the decrease should be 
more than made up during the present 
year if his theory is correct, provid- 
ing also that toe reports of prosperity 
are well founded. In. commenting OB 
this report the Milwaukee Seating 
thinks that very likely the smaller cc-n- 
sumption of liquors is due to tie cause 
ascribed it by the commissioner, and 
the liquor manufacturers may in. that 
case look forward to a considerable im- 
provement in business.

the bicycle out of consideration, ine 
bicvcle'has been charged with inter- 
ference in the affairs of several toes of 
business.

falling off in tbe receipts of a business 
man. he lias usually succeeded in tracing 
tbe responsibility to tbe bicycle. There- 
fore it is not surprising to find that 
4he smaller sales of liquor during the 
vast year are by some placed to the 
credit, of the bicycle. The liquor deal- 
ers have not, so far as -ne know, made 
this statement. It comos from a news- ,

In elaborating- tbis theory it 
eavs- "The bicycle i« the enemy of ttie 
liquor cabit for two reasons. It appro- 
priates both for its purchase and for 
its u=e -the spare money of the young 
man that formerly wem larirely to the 
saloon keeper, and it makes impossible 
overindulgence! in intoxicating drinks, 
because it can be operated only to ad- 
vantage by a strong-limbed and clear- 
leaded rider."

others. In size they are so small that 
language almost breaks down, in any 
attempt at proper description. You 
may arrive at some apprehension of the 
fact,however,when it is explained, fiiat 
that if you could string the little disks 
that float iu the blood, and ape eallei 
red corpuscles, on. a thread it woulc 
take 3,200 of them to stretch an. inch 
and then that it would take 150,000 yel 
low fever microbes to srtfreteh across th 
face of one blood corpuscle! 


It is utterly impossible adequately to1 


indicate the littleness of one of these 
germs. They are so small that under a 
glass that magnifies 1,200 diameters, 
Ihev seem the* in'C-.rest F-pt'cUs; on<i drop 
of blood would hold billions OTU billions 
of them. But once let a microbe of any 
sort lodge in. your system, and you will 
soon become the home of unithinkable 
myriadsofthem. AcertainiGermanipro- 
fessor who experimented with cholera 
germs in IS'J2 declarer that 10.000,000 
were produced from one individual, un- 
der favorable circumstances, in 24 
houi-s.

Ormsby S. Mitchell, then at the begin-'

o do anything of consequence in mak- 
ng the science of astronomy a popular 
subject with the masses.

21 yeare later. 


More than 30 years after that yel- 


low jack claimed another man eminent 
for his work in the popularization of as- 
tronomy in America. This was Prof. 
Richard A. Proctor, an Englishman, 
who had made the United States his 
adopted country. Prof. Proctor wrote 
voluminously and well upon other top- 
ics than astronomy; and, curiously 
enough, though I have never seen the 
fact alluded to in print, one of bis last 
articles written in the foil of 1888, but 
not published until after his death, 
treated of yellow fever and other 
plagues. 
After the greatNew Orleansoutbreak 


in 1853, when 4,000 .persons died of the 
fever, out of a total population of 60.- 
000, there were no further yellow fever 
epidemics until 1867. Six years later, in 
1873, 
there was another, and yet five 


years later, in 1878, another. Then there 
was ten years' interim, but the outbreak 
of 1888 was bad enough to make up for 
its tardiness. 


A peculiarity of the disease is that it 


greatly resembles malarial fevers. In 
fact, the first few casesarein every out' 
"break generally mistaken for malim:;, 
one! not many years ago it was hard for 
a doctor to distinguish the more malif- 
nant disorder until after the 
blncl;

I was quite out of danger. Undoubted- 
ly it would have killed me had the news 
been broken to me earlier."

Few persons who have had the dis- 


ease once have been known to suffer 
a second attack, but such cases are re- 
ported occasionally. There is little 
probability that yellow fever will ever 
again scourge any great part of the 
United States; and It is to be hoped 
that fewer camps, su<ih as were estab- 
lished near Jacksonville, Flo., in 188S. 
Mid. shotgun quarantines against the 
scourge, will soon be naught but mem- 
ories in the United States.

Springs, Miss,, the other day was much 
later in the season than the beginning- 
of the fever's visitation in 1888; too late, 
Indeed, for any such frightful epidemic 
os then, followed. And yet, so vivid arc 
the memories. of that dreadful time in 
the minds of the people, north as well 
as south, that the bare .announcement 
was enough to set the whole country 
a-shuddering — and no wonder.

clutches on a man the chances are de- 
cidedly aguinst him. 
Doctors have 


studied and theorized and experiment- 
ed almost without end and practically 
without result. It is true that saner 
sanitary practice has made it possible 
measurably to control the spread of the 
disease, aJid generally to keep it from 
gaining a foothold outside the tropicK, 
but the secrets of its prevention, ns 
smallpox may be prevented by vac- 
cination! and its successful treatment, 
as most other fevers and acute disor- 
ders may be treated, have yet to be dis- 
covered. 


It is generally conceded that, in the 


nature of things, the specific cause of 
yellow fever must be a bacillus, or, as 
New York's own und only "Chuck" 
Connors would put it, a "bug" of some 
sort. 
Some high authorities, indeed. 


among them being Dr. Gibier, who op- 
crates the Pasteur institute in New 
York, and Dr. Freire, who passed 
through the Florida, epidemic of 1888, 
assert that the yellow fever germ has 
actually been located, and that prac- 
tically complete control of the disease 
is only a question of time and experi- 
ment.

article. 


"I was sitting on a veranda late one 


October evening," said Capt. l&tehell, 
"when I had a Blight chill. This was fol- 
lowed by another, and that by another,, 
and that by still another. In fact, they' 
followed each other at brief intervals' 
all night. And such a night! I tossed 
and moaned and moaned continually.' 
At the same time buffered a most ter- 
rific backache.

But the symptoms 
continued all day, and by night my 
friends and the doctor knew I had yel- 
low fever.

Insomnia is not generally considered 


a crime for which a man can be put be- 
hind the bars, but, if a correspondent 
of Magistrate La<lner may be believed., 
that is the only 
offense which

caused his commitment to the house of 
correction, several times. Writing- re- 
cently to the kind-heartedi magistrate, 
this victim of circumstances says: "I 
am subject to insomnia, wakefulness. 
There are times whan I do not sleep for 
six, seven a/ndl eig-'it weeks, not/even 
five minutes in nil that time. 
What 


am I to do? I become s'leepy while 
walking on the -thoroughfares. The 
first thing I know 1 am walking round 
asleep. I ei.ther fall or sit down. A po- 
liceman comes along. ITe takes me to 
a station, house and charges me with 
Toeing- 
cDrun'ls, when, 
truly, 1 never 


touched a. mouthful of liquor. Time 
and again I have been so charged, and 
time and again I have been punished 
for that over which I lime no control. 
It would be a blessing to mr- could 1 
have a drink of whisky before/ fretting 
into such a stupor. Tt would revive me, 
and ten chances to one I would1 go to 
my bed instead of the station, house, 
thence to prison, or, on two occasions, 
to the house of correction. 


"On one occasion," continues Ibis un- 


fortunate victim of insomnia, "I was 
walking- on North Front street, about 
four p. m., when I began to get drowsy. 
I knew sleep was coining, turned to go 
home, and in less than five minutes was 
irostrated and1 taken to the (station 
muse, where I slept all night. In the 
morning I appeared before Magistrate 
Lukcns. As soon as- he knew who 1 
was be said: 'I will discharge you. 
You can't sleep. How long do you go 
without, sleep?' 
'Sometimes 
eight. 


weeks.' Magistrate— 'Don't you sleep 
even an hour in all those eight weeks?' 
'No, sir.' Magistrate— 'You should not 
be punished for what you cannot pre- 
vent. You can go.' If anyone has a 
remedy for insomnia that lasts eight 
weeks'withont, a break Magistrate Lad- 
wr will be ffladi to impart it to this un- 
fortunate.— Philadelphia Record.
